3 is disposed within a recess portion formed at an outer face 

4 of at least one of the first case and the second case.

3 second communication terminating operation unit for 

4 terminating the communication when the second button is 

5 continuously operated for a predetermined time period 

6 during communication. 

1 Claim 12 (new) : The foldable mobile phone according 

2 to claim 5, wherein the second button is disposed within a 

3 recess portion formed at an outer face of at least one of 

4 the first case and the second case. 
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
